LONDON, July 28.—The Russians de- 
livered three great blows against the 
Teutonic forces on the east front today. 
The czar’s troops captured the impor- 
tant railroad town of Brody di the north- 
ern Galician border, the chief obstacle 
to their advance on Lemberg, capital of 
Galicia; smashed the entire Teuton first 
line west of Lutsk, and swept the forces 
of Gen. von Linsingen from the line of 
the Rivers Slonevka and Buldurovka, in 
southern Volhynia. 

Brody is situated on the Rovno-Lem- 
berg railroad, fifty-eight miles northeast 
of Lemberg. As the key to the Teuton 
defenses along the Stripa and the north- 
ern frontier, its-capture places the Aus- 
trians in a dangerous position. The 
troops of Gen. Brussiloff now havea clear 
path to their objective and in addition 
seriously menace the flank of the Aus- 
tro-German lines on the south as far as 
the Dniester. 4 


Slavs Imperil Teuton Lines. 

With the advance of the Russians 
along the road to Lemberg these lines 
will be compelled to withdraw from the 
whole of eastern Galicia. or face en- 
velopment, Superior in numbers and um 
artillery and ammunition, the Russians 
ate hot expected to meet with opposi- 
tion in their drive on Lemberg which 
they cannot break down.

LEARN OF FRYATT TRIAL. 

The first intimation of the difficulties 
in which Capt. Fryatt found himeelf was 
called to the attention of the foreign 
office by press reports on July 18 to the 
effect that he was to be tried as the re- 
sult of finding on him a watch containing 
an inecription reciting his efforts to ram 
a German submarine. : 

Immediately on receipt of news of the 
execution, under instructions of Viscount 
Grey, the foreign secretary, a note was 
dispatched to the American embassy re- 
questing that James W. Gerard, the Amer- 
ican ambassador at Berlin, procure com- 
plete details of the affair. 


DEMANDS WOMEN’S RELEASE. 

The British foreigr. office also has been 
informed that five stewardesses of the 
Brussels have been taken to a German 
detention camp und has sent a vigorous 
protest through the United States em- 
bassy demanding their immediate re- 
lease on the ground that their intern- 
ment is illegal. 

From inquiries made of the owners of 
the steamship Wrexham, which Capt.

Always Reported Arrival. 

Benator Harding was on friendly terms 
with the captain of the coast guard sta- 
tion at St. Joseph and it was his habit 
to report his arrival and departure there.

TRY TO SLAY COUNT TISZA. 


Assassins Fail in Attempt on Life 
of Hungarian Premier, Re- 
port from Budapest. 


LONDON, July 29, 2:62 a. m.—An un- 
successful attempt was made recently to 
assassinate Count Tisza, the Hungarian

Mr. Page to inquire into the truth of a 
report that Capt, Fryatt of the Brussels 
was to be court martialed, and on the 
20th asked Mr. Page to telegraph Berlin 
and secure a proper defense for Fryatt, 
and to inform Mr. Gerard confidentially 
that the British government was satis- 
fied that in committing the act impugned, 
Capt. Fryatt acted legitimately in self- 
defense tor the puryone of evading cap- 
ture or destruction.“ 

On the 25th Secretary Grey again asked 
Ambassador Page to inform Ambassador 
Gerard that should the allegations on 
which the charge against Capt. Fryatt is 
understood to be based be established by 
evidence, his majesty’s government are 
of opinion that his action was perfectly 
legitimate.“ 

This communication continued: His 
majesty’s government consider that the 
act of a merchant ship in steering for 
an enemy submarine and forcing it to 
dive is essentially defensive, and precisely 
on the same footing as the use by a de- 
fensively armed vessel of its defensive 
armament in order to resist capture, 
which both the United States government 
and his majesty's government hold to be 
the exercise of an undoubted right.” 


Saould Not Be Executed. 

The Fryatt case calls attention to the 
German prizé regulations, which provide 
that under circumstances similar to the 
capture of the Brussels, merchantmen 
are to be treated as prisoners of war. An 
appendix to those regulations issued June 
22, 1914, reads:

| No “Franc-tireur” of Sea. 
According to wireless messages from 
Germany, Capt. Fryatt was executed 
for a franc-tireur crime against armed 
German sea forces.“ 
Officers of the admiralty were aroused 
to intense indignation when they learned 
of the affair. A naval officer said: 
“There is no such thing known as a 
franc-tireur at sea. We have captured 
officers of German submarines, who 
rammed merchant ships without warning 
and fired upon merchant ships without 
warning, but they are treated as prisoners 
of war. We also have naval officers who 
dropped bombs from Zeppelins on harm- 
less and undefended towns and_ killed 
civilian inhabitants.“ 
In the cross channel service Capt. Fry- 
att was known as a pirate dodger "’ be- 
cause on several occasions he had suc- 
ceeded in eluding German submarines by 
skillful navigation. 
When the capture of the Brussels was 
reported, the Daily Chronicle said in ref- 
erence to Capt. Fryatt: 
For a particularly brilliant exploit in 
March, 1915, he was presented with a gold 


watch, suitably inscribed, by the lord

REPORT ON EXECUTION. 
BERLIN, July 28, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—Capt. Charles Fryatt of the Great 
Eastern§ Railway steamship Brussels, 


which vessel was captured by German de- | 


stroyers last month and taken into Zee- 
brugge, has been executed by shooting 
after trial before a German naval cdurt- 
martial. 

The death sentence was passed upon 
Capt. Fryatt because of his alleged action 
in attempting previously to ram a Ger- 
man submarine 

Testimony was presented at the court- 
martial to show that while Capt. Fryatt 
did not belong to the armed forces, he had 
attempted on March 28, 1915, while near 
the Maas lightship, to ram the German 
submarine U-33. 

Capt. Fryatt and the first officer and 
the first engineer of the Brussels re- 
ceived from the briiish admiralty gold 
watches for brave conduct and were 
mentioned in the house of commons. 

The submarine U-33, according to the 
official account of the trial, had signaled 
to the British steamer to show its flag 
and to stop, but Capt. Fryatt did not heed 
and, it is alleged, turned at high speed 
toward the submarine, which escaped only 
by diving immediately several yards be- 
low the surface. 

Shot After Court-Martial. 
Capt. Fryatt, the official statement 
says, admitted that he had followed the 
instructions of the British admiralty. 
Sentence was confirmed and the captain 
was executed and shot for a “franc 
tireur crime against armed German sea 
forces.” 

The trial was held at Bruges, Belgium, 
yesterday. .

CLEANING FLOORS.

the floor and in some measure upon some 
other eircumstances to be noted pres- 
ently. te 


swept as often as required and washed 
with soap and water at longer intervals. 
Scrubbing roughens the surface and splin- 
ters the wood, especially if strong lye 
‘soaps are used. Tepid water, light soap, 
and a rag Will clean well enough for ordi- 
nary stfubbings, while lye soap and a 
brush at long intervals will not roughen 


the wood enough to make it difficult to 


keep clean. 

Putnam, in her book on school sanita- 
tion, advises sweeping with a hair broom 
covered with a piece of cloth from an in- 
grain carpet. This cloth should be moist- 
ened with a mixture of linseed oll, turpen- 
tine, and a little paraffin. She tells ot a 
janitor who swept satisfactorily with a 
hair broom in the wooden cross piece of 
which there was a small receptacle which 
held a spoonful of Kerosene, this dripping 
on the hairs of the broom, es 

The objection to sweeping after dusting 
a floor with wet sawdust is that fine 
splinters float up in the dust. Sawdust 
evenly impregnated with oil in which 
there is a little turpentine is better. 

A varnished wooden floor should not be 
scrubbed. Hornsby of the Modern Hos- 
pital says “ scrubbing kills varnish. Tepid 
water, light soapsuds, and a rag will clean 
and not attack the surface,” 

Vacuum cleaners are not satisfactory 
for bare floors. Linoleum should not be 
cleaned with a moist cloth or with a hair 
broom moistened with oil. The cracks in 
linoleum should be filled with a “ hard 
filler’ as often as is necessary. Cement, 
stone, and mosaic flooring should be 
cleaned with tepid water and light soap- 
suds. From time to time they should be 
serubbed. For this purpose a mechan- 
ical scrubber is best if the amount of 
floor to be strubbed is large. 

Rugs and carpets are to be cleaned with 
a vacuum cleaner. One that shakes or 
beats as it sticks is best. | 

Atsuming that the hospital in question 
has a cément or atone floor covered with 
rugs, it should be cleaned with tepid 
water, scapsuds, and a cloth. At intervals 
it should be scrubbed. If it is swept, diled 
sawdust should first be sprinkled and then 
the sweeping done with a broom covered 
with an olled cloth. The rugs should be 
cleaned with a vacuum cleaner.

Sims of the battleship Nevada, who was 
one of the star witnesses before the con- 
gressional naval committees during prep- 
aration of the naval bill, has reported in 
response to a request from Secretary Dan-

the American navy. 

Capt. Sims’ report, dated July 9, never 
has been given out by the navy depart- 
ment. Secretary Daniels took exception 
to some passages in it as open to criticism 
on grounds of neutrality and requested 
that another be submitted in its place. 

It was made public tonight as origt- 
nally submitted, however, by Representa- 
tive Oliver, a member of the house naval

| Yet the heroes—there really are several— 
dream of them, keep to their terrible tasks 
tor them, for honor of them, and long to 
die that they may learn what these dead 
women have learned. One of the men 
has been a husband; the man beside him 
has been the woman’s lover. She was one 
to be remembered with love, it seems, 
though she could not quite keep faith. 
The other woman, the one who was shot 
in service, was unmarried and was be- 
loved by two men, a Russian and an Eng- 
lishman. The Russian was a physician, 
the Englishmah had come to Russia to 
see war and to help. The Russian, who 
had intellect, sneered at the Englishman, 
who had not much.

Meking Lemon Sherbert. 


OO many sherbets have a watery 
taste. This is largely because the 
sirup base has not been cooked 

sufficiently or has been reduced in 
degree too greatly by the extension 
with water. Of course it is troublesome 
to use a sirup gauge. The ideal sherbet is 
made without any water at all other than 
that of the fruit which we name juice. 

The lemon is almost indispensable for 

most sherbets because it brings out the 

flavor. Plain lemon sherbet is also one of 
the simplest and easiest to make perhaps 
because there is no doubt about its hav- 
ing favor enough to be agreeable. With 


4 added white of egg it becomes something 


ot a food as well as a tonic-like refresh- 
ment. 3 

The Recipe. : 
For sherbet enough for from four to 
six people, cook one cup of sugar with 
half a cup of water till a rather thick 
sirup up to 225 degrees or perhaps 
higher, depending how much you wish 
to dilute it. Stir until well dissolved, 
and remember that although the mer- 
cury seems to rise slowly at first, it 
may at the last climb fast, so watch 
your thermometer. Pour this when hot 
ovér the strained juice of two lemons. 
I do not like grated peel which some 
people add to the juice. In some cases 
there is a flavor to this that is anything 
but agreeable. hWen the sirup is thor- 
oughly cold, add to it two cup of cold 
water and put the whole in the freezer 
to chill, then freeze in the usual way. 
When partly frozen stir thoroughly into 
it two whites of eggs well beaten. One 
will do. If, at this time, the sherbet 
does not seem quite sweet enough, some 
powdered sugar or plain sirup may be 
added to the egg. It is a nice task to 
mingle the egg and partly frozen ice, 
and the right moment must be chosen 
for the highest success.

Asbury the Prophet 
of the Long Road

5 Ho has not been moved by the 
E stirring days of our early 
history, so charmingly de- 
picted by many a romantic 
historian? Who has not 
sighed for the undiscovered 
valleys where the wild crab 
preens in her perfumed pink 
beside unknown waters? 


Who has not yearned for the tranquil 


rest whose lullaby of wind blown leaves 
gently accompanies the feathered wan- 
dering minstrels of the virgin forest? 

In the light of facts. such a vision is 
Uke an indolent pacifism, for very real 
dangers stalked the wilderness, and the 
men and women pushing over the hills 
at the call of the weet were often hungry. 
footsore, and scantily clothed, and many 
times as sick and sordid of goul as of body. 

If one has any misgivings that he may 
deserve the crown of sainthood, such a 
biography as “FRANCIS ASBURY. 
THB PROPHET OF THE LONG 
ROAD,” by Ezra Squier Tipple, may be 
prescribed as a first class spiritual tonic. 
Francis Asbury was the first American 
Methodist bishop, and the original cir- 
cult rider. He traveled thousands of 
miles on horseback every year for nearly 
fifty years, beginning in 1771.

One feature of the campaign for mili- 
‘tary preparedness in the United States 
is expected to be almost as effective as 
preparation for the great struggle for 
‘commercial supremacy which is 
after the war. 

Some months ago the 30,000 :

eal societies of the country enlistet in 
the work of making a complete census of 
the manufacturing resources of the United 
tates. Their pian was intended to as- 
sist the work of the industrial prepared- 
ness committee of the navy consulting 
league. Already more than 75,000 of 
the most important manufacturing com- 
panies of the United States have re- 
ported as to their facilities for making 
all sorts of military and naval supplies 
and materials. Incidentally these re- 
ports will serve to show how well the 
country is prepared to make goods of all 
kinds for both foreign and domestic. con- 
sumption. — 


Governments Run Industries. 

In Germany, England, and France a 
large share of the industries have been 
taken over and are operated by their 
respective governments.

Suppose the domestic trade 
of the country should remain at its pres- 
ent flood. Suppose serious labor difficul- 
ties are avoided and American business 
men succeed in holding or increasing their 
present volume of foreign trade.

Well,“ said Trandel, it's terrible 
warm.“ Then he asked for a glass of 
water.

But Trandel continued to swear that 
he never saw the diamond ring. Smith 
was arrested June 3, as he was leaving 
the home of James Murray, 3850 Adams 
street, which had been robbed.

FOUR NOW ARE BACK 


Shocked by the massacre last week of 
aix persons at the hands of Henry Me- 
Intyre, the Negro madman, alienists, 
judges, and lawmakers conferred to for- 
mulate plans for ways to preclude a 
repetition of the crime. 

While they were meeting six inmates of 
the state hospital at Dunning were roam- 
ing the city with the temperature hover- 
ing around the 100 mark. Relatives of 
these persons were notified by the Dun- 
ning officials. 

The six, all of whom are victims of de- 
mentia praecox, escaped | morn- 
ing. They are:

Three Believed Back. 

Three of the six are said to have re- 
turned to the hospital voluntarily. They 
are Mrs. Zimmerman, Grebe, and Ra- 
binovich. No effort appears to have 
been made to apprehend the others. 

Rabinovich was committed to the asy- 
lum on April 27, 1915. He had threat- 
ened to kill several members of his fam- 
ily, according to his sister. Sunday 
morning, she said, he appeared at a 
notions store owned by his sister, Mrs. 
Becky Benson, at 1246 Union avenue. 


“He chased all the c out of 
the store and threaten to kill my 
sister,“ said Miss Rabinovich. “Bhe 


was hysterical. She telephoned me and 
said that Aaron was in the store and 
wae waving his arme and going mad. 
“TI called up the hospital at Dunning 
and asked them if théy knew Aaron 
was out. They told me that he was in 
the hospital. The police took him back 
to Dunning.” 


‘Related to Doctor. 
Walter Rattey was sent to Dunning 
June 3, 1915, He is a brother-in-law of 
Dr. John J. Pflock of 2200 North Cali- 
fornia avenue. 

„We didn't know he had escaped un- 
til Tuesday, when his sister, Mrs. Mueller 
of 1930 North Fairfield avenue, went to 
the hospital to visit him,” said Dr. Pflock. 

“She was told he had escaped. She 
asked the official why she was not noti- 
fied and was told his wife had been told. 

„Mrs. Rattey said it was a surprise 
to her; she knew nothing aboutit. My 
brother-in-law has dementia preecox and 
ig subject to hallucinations. I am afraid 
this heat may cause him to commit some 
desperate crime.
